He showed how 
Germany had made herself master of 
the wheat, of the iron and of the 
other products of France, and how 
under the guise of commerce she had 
acquired the most important military 
depots of the latter country — buying 
up farm.s along the frontier and mak- 
ing maps of all the country around 
about. The French people laughed at 
Daudet's 'nightmare.' They did not 
suspect that not only was Daudet 
right, but that Germany had reached 
out and captured the political ma- 
chinery of Prance, or a good part of 
it. and tint its unseen hand guided 
the politeal destinies of the men. who 
were to control Prench statecraft 
during the war — and who would 
have controlled it, but for the dogged 
courage and patriotism of one man 
— Clemenceau, the Tiger of France. 

"Joseph Caillaux, the overshadow- 
ing figure in this international con- 
spiracy, languishes in a prison on the 
outskirts of Paris, awaiting trial. 
Some of his followers and confeder- 
ates have paid the high penalty for 
treason, among them Bolo and Du- 
val. The others are senring various 
terms in jail."

June is historical month in Ken- 
tucky. Every county in the State is 
aow engaged in msking a permanent 
record of the part it played in the 

world war. 

The records of the soldiers are be- 
in 5 made on war record sheets. The 
records of the civilians are being 
made in the form of reports of the 
work done by the County Council of 
Defense. Red CroBS Chapters, Liberty 
Loan Campaign Oonmittees. Wo- 
men's Clubs and other organizations 
which took part in winning the war. 

When these records are completed 
they will be bound in permanent 
form and placed in the ardiiTes of 
the county. 

The Kentucky Council of Defen-se 
inaugurated this work in September. 
1918, by appointing State and County 
Historians. These historians are en- 
gaged in the laborious task of compil- 
ing complete lists of the men who 
bave lost their lives, those who have 
been wounded and those who have 
won 4^ecial honors. They are iCIso 
making a complete roster of all men 
in the serrice. A special nffort is be 
ing made to get a complete list of the 
volunteers, and those who have been 
for a long time in the regular army. 
Ever>' person who has a relative in 
the service should make it a persona 
duty to see that a War Record blank 
is filled for such person and handed 
to the County Historian.
